_ The | Battle of the Beetle 


From London Cailing 


NEW kind of battle has been taking 

place aboard HMS Victory, the fam- 
ous flagship in which Admiral Nelson 
sailed at the Battle of Trafalgar a cen- 
tury and a half ago. The battle is against 
the death-watch beetle, that destructive 
insect which eats into old wood, 

The beetle has already been attacked 
with insecticides without much success, 


| and now as the old ship lies in dry dock 


at Portsmouth a new method has recently 
been tried. She has been sealed up and a 
poison gas pumped into her 

Dr. R. C. Fisher, the man largely 
for his experiment, has 
plained that it was a rather partic 
problem because of the immense size of 
the timbers 

The hull of the ship consists of three 
layers -of~planking=ar outer ~planking 
and an inner planking separated by the 
actual ribs of the ship, the three together 
constituting a threefoot thickness of 
timber which it is extremely difficult to 
penetrate with any liquid insecticide 


Before they decided to-adopt: the gas ~ 


method quite a variety of different types 
of treatment had been tried. Insecticide 
has been applied regularly every year 
and DDT dust has also been used. 

Dr. Fisher could not tell how much 
gas would have to be pumped into the 
ship, but he said: “There is one point I 
would like to make quite clear. The -ob 
ject of this gas treatment is not to kill 
grubs which are working possibly very 
deeply within the Wood. The treatment 
aims simply at the destruction of the 
beetles which, at this time-of the year 
are near the surface of the timber.” 

The _death-watch beetle, it seems 
develops from the grubs which live right 
in the wood. They turn into beetles prob 
ably. in-the autumn, but they are 
ready to come out of the wood in
